, generals, admirals, nobles, govern- 
distant provincgs, like those of Astra - 
khay and Irkutsk—in fact, all high official- 
t even omitting Genghis Khan, a lineal 
descendant of the Napoleon of Asia, who is 
now a major general in the Russian service. 

The entire assemblage was in full uniform, 


and on the arm of each one present was a 


badge of mourning. All held lighted tapers 
throughout the service. 

At the most solemn moment, when all knelt 
and many were affected to tears, the widow 


| was. overcome and fainted. The emperor 


came to her assistance and she was carried 


out by friends. 


Cuar volles the Casket. 

The emperor was ‘visibly moved and upon 
the conclusion of the mass he followed the 
casket, which was taken up.on the shoulders 
‘of the ministers and borne down the broad 
marble staircase to the street. The body 
was placed in a great white open hearse 
drawn by six black horses. 

Behind the hearse walked the members 


of the minister's family, and then came aj 


long and digiinguished body of mourners, 
it being the Russian custom to follow the 
dead to the grave on foot.= The emperor 
himself walkéd a short distance, but as the 
Novodevicky monastery, where the burial 
took place, was over five miles away, and 
also because of the condition of the empress, 
his majesty soon entered his carriage and re- 
turned to the Peterhof palace. 

The sidewalks along the route were crowd- 
ed, but lines of police kept the streets clear 
to the curbs. As the body passed every head 
was uncovered and thousands crossed them- 
selves. 

The monastery stands upon. a plain beyond 
the Narva gates, and at these gates fully 
50,000 persons were gathered. 

After a burial service in the church the 


‘body was interred in the adjoining cemetery, 


where repose the remains of many of Rus- 
sia’s greatest men, and at a point within a 
stone's throw of the grave of M. Sipiaguine, 
who was M. von Plehve's predecessor, amd 
who also fell by the hand of an ee as less 

to Jall. 

The murterer of M. von Plehve has been

which he trdveled, but say that they are not 
yet satisfied regarding his identity and de- 
cline to reveal the alias on the ground that it | 


might defeat the ends of justice. 


There is no longer any doubt that the police 
for some time have had knowledge of the ex- 
istence of a plot by a band of international 
anarchists in Paris and Vienna. The leading 
conspirator, it is said, was a man whom the 
Russian government tried to extradite from 
Paris A Some of these ponspirators 
arrived a Week ago, and police thought that 
all of them had been taken into custody. | 

It is said that 1,000 persons have been ar- 
rested in connection with the assassination 
of Von Plehve.

The factory owners 
have transferred the box and paper bag and 
stamping machines to the homes, where the 
children turn out their piece work day and 
night as in the times before the reform. 


Law Broken in the Homes. 3

The French embassy at Rome Has’ been 
called home. The papal nuricio at Paris has 
been told by the French government that his 
usefulness there as the representative of the 
vatican is at an end. Probably he will go 
home. The pope is said to be unmoved by 
the severing of diplomatic rela tions. What⸗ 
ever the consequences may be he will do 
what he thinks his duty to the church re- 
quires of him. ‘

and Pope Pius. VII. over a century ago,

by the revolution, continued in full force 
and unchanged under Napoleon's Bourbon

The Catholic bishops in France are nomi- 
nated by the state and are appointed by the 
church. They cannot be deprived of their’ 
functions without the concurrence of both. 
No matter how great: an offender a bishop 
may be in the eyes of the vatican, the French 
government must be consulted and its eon: 
sent obtained before he can even be asked to 
If he is ordered to go to Rome the. 
government can order him not to leave 
France. Thus the bishops occupy a quasi- 


official position in the republic, and the con- 


jtention of the government is that their func- 
tions cangot be interfered with without its 
consent. The concordat. provides that no 
action shall be taken on French soil relating 
to ecclesiastical affairs without the 
| thorization of the government. 

The vatican recently ordered two Fren 
bishops to go to Rome to answer charges 
against them, under penalty of excommu- 
nication and deprivation of funetions. It 
is said that one bishop is accused of being. 
a free mason, of betting on horse races, 
using perfumes, reading the theatrical and 
other illustrated Paris papers, and of other 
offenses, The French government ordered. 
the bishops not to obey the order, alleging 
that the attion of the vatican was a breach 
of the concordat. The bishop of Dijon has 
obeyed the order and the government has 
stopped his pay because he left his diocese 
without permission. 

The only thing which can putes the 
vatican to the concordat is the $8,000, 000 a 
year which the French government pays the 
clergy. It is reported tliat the vatican re- 
cently sent a circular letter. to the bishops | 
asking for information as to the resources 
| of the dioceses in case of the withdrawal of 
government support. If the replies should. 
be satisfactory, and they doubtless will be 
as to some dioceses, the vatican may be 
glad to dissolve the union of church and 
State.
